Please replace the substitute sequence listing and disk filed on January 26, 2004 
with the enclosed second substitute sequence listing in paper and computer readable format. In 
order to comply with Requirements for Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence 
and/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures, 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.821-1.825, Applicants submitted the 
first paper copy and computer readable format (CRF) of the Sequence Listing, comprising 60 
sequences, on March 18, 2002. A substitute sequence listing comprising 96 sequences was filed 
January 26, 2004 to include sequences presented on pages 7 and 10 of the specification that were 
inadvertently omitted from the original sequence listing.
